Only 18 of the 48 states of the 
Union had lower death rates in 
1939 than Alabama, according to 
* tabulation prepared by the Bu- 
reau of the Census of the United 
States Department of Commerce, 
a copy of which has been re- 
ceived by the State Board of 
Heaith. 

Alabama’s 1939 
considerably less than that for 
the United States as a whole, 
the tabulation showed. 

This state’s 1939 death rate 
was found to be 10 per 1,000 pop- 
ulation, as compared with a rate 
of 10.6 per 1,000 population for 
the nation as a whole.

Defense Bonds 
Now On Sale At 
Elba Postoffice 


United States Defense Savings 
Bonds and Postal Savings Stamps 
were placed on sale in postoffices 
at the opening of business on 
hursday, May 1, as part of the 
national effort to make America 
impregnable, 

Postmaster W, L 


English an- 


nounces that plans have been 
made for this community, along 
With thousands of others from 


coast to coast, 
in the savings 

Postmaster General Frank C, 
Walker, in a letter to Postmas- 
ters throughout the country, said 
that the help of local postmasters 
would be “a real service to the 
country,” He transmitted the 
thanks of Seerctary of the Treas- 
ury Morganthau for the help that 
local postmasters had already 
iven in the sale of United States 
securities, and also Mr, Morgan- 
thau's thanks in advance “for 
the cooperation which he knows 
you will give to this new effort,” 

The new Defense Savings Bond 
is Similar to the familiar 
Bond," of which more than five 
billion dollars worth have been 
bought by more than two and a 
helf million Americans since 1935. 

A Defense Bond may be pur- 
chased May 1, or thereafter, for 
$18.75. In ten years, this bond 
will be worth $25.00. This is an 
increase of 83 1-3 per cent, equal 
to an annual interest return of 
2.9 per cent, compounded semi-an- 
nually, Any time after sixty 
days from date of purchase, the 
bond mty be redeemed for cash, 
in accordance with a table of re- 
demption values printed on the 
face of the bond, 

To spread investments widely 
among all the people in America, 
a limit of $5,000 has been set on 
the amount of these bonds to be 
bought by any one person in one 
year, The bohds are in denomi- 
nations of $25, $50, $100, $500 
and $1,000, all of which are sold 
for 75 per cent of their maturity 
value and all of which mature in 
ten years, 

For larger investors who can 
afford to purchase up to $50,000 
worth of bonds a year, the Treas- 
ury Department has issued two 
udditional kinds of Defense Say- 
ings Bonds, but these will be sold 
only through banks and by direct 
mail from Washington, D. C, They 
are intended for associations, 
trustees and corporations, as well 
as individual purchasers, 

For the smaller investor who 
wants to buy a Government Bond 
on an easy payment plan, the 
postoffice will have a new series 
of Postal Savings Stamps, at 10c, 
25c, 50c, $1, and $5. Wach pur- 
chaser of any Savings Stamp 
higher than 10c will be given, free 
of charge, an attractive pocket 
album in which to paste his 
Stamps until he has enough to 
buy a $25 bond or one of higher 
denomination, Thirty million of 
these albums are now being pre- 
pared, 

The cover design of the albums 
is in color, featuring a United 
States battleship and an eagle 
bearing the American flag. On 
the back cover is a painting. of 
the Minute Man statue by Daniel 
Chester French, which symbolizes 
the American citizen ever alert in 
defense of his country, The in- 
scription is “America on Guard.” 

Secretary Morganthau said that 
even a boy or girl who saved 10c 
to buy a Savings Stamp would 
help the country, He added that 
“you can safeguard your own 
money and your own future, 
while helping the national de- 
tense, by buying United States 
RE Nees Bonds now.”

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
HOME REGARDING BEVERAGE 
ALCOHOL 
LESSON TEXT—Deuteronomy 6:4-7; 

Jeremiah 35:5-10, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Train up a child tn 
the way he should go; and when he its 
old, he will not depart from it.—Proverbs 
22:6 

The responsibility of the home re- 
garding liquor is primarily that of 
providing a place for children to 
grow up under proper principles 
and practice. That means that the 
home should be a Christian home, 
where both parents follow Christ in 
life as well as profession, Young 
people about to establish a new 
home should give themselves with- 
out reservation to Christ. Those 
who began their home as a Chris- 
tian home, but who have drifted 


through carelessness or unbelief, 
should renew their devotion to 
Christ. America needs many 


things, but first and foremost stands 
its need of real Christian homes. 

I. Preparing to Meet Temptation 
(Deut. 6:4-7). 

Temptations will come, and when 
they do it will be too late to prepare 
a defense against them, We are all 
“defense conscious"’ these days. We 
have seen in the sad events of the 
last year that there must be ade- 
quate preparation in advance if we 
are to withstand the enemy. That 
is doubly true in the realm of the 
moral and spiritual. We must build 
moral fiber and appreciation of spir- 
itual things into the lives of our boys 
and girls from their infancy. How? 

1, By a Consistent Example (vv. 
5-6). Only the father (or mother) 
who loves the Lord with all his be- 
ing and who has permitted God's 
Word to enter into his heart will set 
the right example. it is well to know 
something about child psychology, 
about the principles of rearing chil- 
dren, etc., but these, without a right 
relationship to God, are cold and 
powerless, But let the parents walk 
before their children in earnest 
Christian living, let them honor 
God's Word in their lives and in the 
home, and they will lay the finest 
foundation for Christian character 
in their children. 


2. By Correct Teaching (v. 7). 
The parent should make the teach- 
ing of God’s Word to children a mat- 
ter of first importance, It is to be 
expected that the children will be 
in church and Sunday school with 
their parents (notice the word 
“with’—it’s not enough to send 
them), but that is not sufficient. 
Blessed and fruitful is that home 
life in which the Word of God is a 
normal and easy topic of conversa- 
tion, where spiritual things are dis- 
cussed intelligently and without re- 
straint. Every home can be that 
kind of a home, if the parents will 
do what they know they should do 
about it. 


II. Standing in the 
Temptation (Jer, 35:5-10). 

As a protest. against the heathen- 
dom, the intemperance, and corrup- 
tion of the city life’ of his day, Jona- 
dab instructed his house or tribe to 
live an itinerant life and, above 
all, not to touch wine. 

We are not called to imitate in 
detail their way of living, but rather 
to learn from them the principles 
of consistent temperance. 

1, Remembrance (vv. 6, 7). Jere- 
miah was sent to test the Rechabites 
(not to tempt them to fall) by offer- 
ing them wine, but to them it was a 
real temptation. They met it 
promptly and without fear, because 
they had in their hearts and minds 
the teaching of their ‘‘father’’ Jona- 
dab. 

Blessed is the boy or girl who 
in the lone and trying hour of temp- 
tation is not confused by the nega- 
tive or unchristian example of par- 
ents, but who at once has a vision 
of a God-fearing father and mother, 
and a remembrance of their faithful 
teaching of God's standards of life. 

2. Obedience (vy. 8-10). Here 
again is a lesson which must be 
learned from the tender years of 
babyhood, but which bears glorious 
fruit in the days of young manhood 
and womanhood. The parent who 
does not tactfully, kindly, but with- 
al, firmly, teach children to obey 
has undermined their life in ad- 
vance, 

The Rechabites loyally obeyed the 
word of their founder, and passed 
their hour of testing with flying col- 
ors. They had his example, they 
knew his teaching, and life itselz 
had proved to them that they were 
in the right way. 

A closing word. The liquor. in- 
terests are concerned because the 
consumption of beer is rapidly fall- 
ing off and because most of their 
customers are “elderly or middle- 
aged."” They are spending tremen- 
dous sums in advertising to ‘‘get the 
beer drinking habit instilled in thou- 
sands, almost millions, of young 
men who do not at present know 
the taste of beer.” 

That is their avowed aim. Shall 
they be permitted to put it across? 
Not if Christian people will put the 
influence of the American home 
squarely where it ought to be— 
against the liquor traffic,

“Results in 1940 show that in 
many sections of Alabama farm- 


ers can successfully save lespedeza 
seed thereby increasing the les- 
pedeza acreage and making it pos- 
sible to use more phosphate as the 
cash expenditure for seed will be 
eliminated,” says J. C. Lowery, 
extension agronumist. 

“Saving seed is not difficult. 
County agents can furnish infor- 
mation on harvesting seed with 
very little cost.” 


Draws Water 


Alabama Sets 
Record With Three 
U. S. Prime Steers 


HREE U. S. prime steers—one 

Aberdeen Angus, one Here- 
ford and one Shorthorn—along 
with 82 choice, 123 good and only 
two common steers made the 4-H 
calf show and sale, April 8 and 
9, best ever held in Montgomery. 
Two prime animals were exhibit- 
ed in 1940 and none before this 
date. 


Broken down in percentage it 
shows that 30.8 per cent were 
choice, 46.2 per cent good, 22.1 
medium and 0.9 were common 
steers. 


“This means that the quality 
of beef cattle being produced by 
southern farmers, 4-H Club and 
FFA members is becoming bet- 
ter every year,’ observes W. H. 
Gregory, extension livestock spe- 
cialist. 

This is the first time in history 
that three prime beef steers have 
been exhibited at one time at a 
show in Alabama. ‘Prime’ is 
the highest rating given beef (for 
finish and quality) by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture grad- 
ing experts. 
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With Belt 


OLKS down in Geneva Coun- 

ty didn’t believe Rural Mail 
Carrier George Jenkins. They 
frankly questioned his story that 
a farmer, J. M. Barnes, was draw- 
ing water from his well with a 
narrow cotton belt. They finally 
admitted that Jenkins was right. 


Editor H. G. Wilkinson, of the 
Geneva County Reaper, says it is 
the truth. He and several other 
businessmen of Geneva went out 
to see for themselves. There they 
found a cotton web belt drawing 
water from the well “like the 
very dickens,” according to Wil- 
kinson. 


As Wilkinson describes it, the 
“contraption” was made by ex- 
tending the curbing of the 60- 
foot well about eight feet above 
the ground. On top of a plat- 
form at the top of these posts was 
a box about one by two feet and 
about two feet deep. Through 
this box ran a shaft and on this 
shaft was mounted a well pulley. 
One end of the shaft extended 
through and beyond the side of 
the box from which point it was 
belted onto a small quarter horse- 
power motor. In the well itself 
was another pulley weighted 
down to keep it in an upright po- 
sition. 


The narrow web belt was 
threaded around the pulley in the 
box down through two holes in 
the bottom of the box and on 
down to the water and through 
the pulley under the water. As 
the belt travelled straight up and 
around these pulleys water was 
carried up with the belt and car- 
ried to a nearby barrel by a pipe. 


This type of “pump,” if you 
call it that, is now on the market. 
Reports are that the first of its 
kind was built at Seale, Alabama. 
A homemade version of this 
pump was exhibited at Auburn 
last year and the manufactured 
pump was exhibited during the 
recent engineers’ day activities at 
the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute.

Alabama Sets 
Record With Three 
U. S. Prime Steers 


HREE U. S. prime steers—one 

Aberdeen Angus, one Here- 
ford and one Shorthorn—along 
with 82 choice, 123 good and only 
two common steers made the 4-H 
calf show and sale, April 8 and 
9, best ever held in Montgomery. 
Two prime animals were exhibit- 
ed in 1940 and none before this 
date. 


Broken down in percentage it 
shows that 30.8 per cent were 
choice, 46.2 per cent good, 22.1 
medium and 0.9 were common 
steers. 


“This means that the quality 
of beef cattle being produced by 
southern farmers, 4-H Club and 
FFA members is becoming bet- 
ter every year,’ observes W. H. 
Gregory, extension livestock spe- 
cialist. 

This is the first time in history 
that three prime beef steers have 
been exhibited at one time at a 
show in Alabama. ‘Prime’ is 
the highest rating given beef (for 
finish and quality) by the U. S.

With Belt 


OLKS down in Geneva Coun- 

ty didn’t believe Rural Mail 
Carrier George Jenkins. They 
frankly questioned his story that 
a farmer, J. M. Barnes, was draw- 
ing water from his well with a 
narrow cotton belt. They finally 
admitted that Jenkins was right. 


Editor H. G. Wilkinson, of the 
Geneva County Reaper, says it is 
the truth. He and several other 
businessmen of Geneva went out 
to see for themselves. There they 
found a cotton web belt drawing 
water from the well “like the 
very dickens,” according to Wil- 
kinson. 


As Wilkinson describes it, the 
“contraption” was made by ex- 
tending the curbing of the 60- 
foot well about eight feet above 
the ground. On top of a plat- 
form at the top of these posts was 
a box about one by two feet and 
about two feet deep. Through 
this box ran a shaft and on this 
shaft was mounted a well pulley. 
One end of the shaft extended 
through and beyond the side of 
the box from which point it was 
belted onto a small quarter horse- 
power motor. In the well itself 
was another pulley weighted 
down to keep it in an upright po- 
sition. 


The narrow web belt was 
threaded around the pulley in the 
box down through two holes in 
the bottom of the box and on 
down to the water and through 
the pulley under the water. As 
the belt travelled straight up and 
around these pulleys water was 
carried up with the belt and car- 
ried to a nearby barrel by a pipe. 


This type of “pump,” if you 
call it that, is now on the market. 
Reports are that the first of its 
kind was built at Seale, Alabama. 
A homemade version of this 
pump was exhibited at Auburn 
last year and the manufactured 
pump was exhibited during the 
recent engineers’ day activities at 
the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute.

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Landowners May Destroy 
Goose That Laid Golden Egg 


HE cutting of saw logs too 

amall in size is costing Ala- 
bama an enormous loss from its 
forest resources and is depriving 
landowners and farmers of in- 
vestment which would otherwise 
pay a 50 per cent or higher re- 
turn. 

Defense activities, especially 
army camp and other construc- 
tion, have brought a big demand 
for lumber and prices generally 
have been good. Yet timber own- 
ers may be killing the “rolden 
goose” by cutting young timber. 
specially is this true in the case 
of at least one mill which is prac- 
tically “cleaning”? an area in Ala- 
bama, according to Paul G. Mill- 
saps, assistant forester of the Ex- 
tension Service. 

The net profit of a 12-inch tree 
is eleven cents per tree. Net profit 
for a 13-inch tree is twenty-four 
cents. This represents a 118 per 
cent increase. A 14-inch tree nets 
forty-one cents. An 18-inch tree 
nets eighty-seven cents. A 20- 
inch tree nets $3.28 and a 24-inch 
tree nets $7.61. 

A tree will grow an inch a year 
in many places throughout Ala- 
bama, particularly where a specie 
is adapted to the location, if 
forestry practices, including fire 
protection, are carried out, 

Figures compiled by Mr. Mill- 
saps show that a 13-inch tree left 
to grow to 14 inches increases 71 
per cent in value and a 14-inch 
tree left to grow into a 15-inch 
tree inereases 59 per cent in 
value.

Pork Leads Meat 
Diet Parade 


HAT goes onto America’s 

meat platter is now known. 
In 1939, the total amount of meat 
consumed was 20 billion 45 -mil- 
lion pounds, an average of 153 
pounds per person. 

Pork was far-and-away the 
meat that turned up most often 
on the table. Out of every 100 
pounds of meat eaten in 1939 
about 42 pounds were pork. 

After pork, beef was the main- 
stay of America’s dinners with 
35 pounds of each 100 pounds of 
meat eaten in 1939. 

Chicken made up the third big- 
gest item on America’s meat plat- 
ter. It accounted for 12 pounds 
out of every 100 pounds of meat 
consumed. Next came veal, with 
five pounds; lamb and mutton, 
four pounds; finally, turkeys, 
with two pounds of meat out of 
each 100 pounds of meat bought.

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$80 A BALE COTTON 
WOULD HELP 


OR many years we have had an open season for making and pre- 

senting farm programs. Tach, of course, is intended to improve 
the financial and social status of farmers. So I present a program 
for all farmers, especially Alabama farmers. It is really not new. 
Here it is: 

(1) Put the price of farm products high enough for all efficient 
producers to have a satisfactory income, 

(2) Make available sound crop insurance to protect farmers 
against forces and conditions over which they have no control, such 
as abnormal weather. : 

(3) Provide funds for soil conservation payments to enable farm- 
ers to improve their land. AAA is now doing this, 

(4) Use every acre of land available for efficient production of 
cash crops, livestock, food, feed, fertility.

HE above is a sound farming program. These four are, in fact, 

the cardinal principles of suecessful farming under existing con- 
ditions in Alabama, and in the nation. 

Let’s talk more about the first, that of prices. Labor is an im- 
portant part of every farm product. A bale of cotton, for example, 
has in it from 125 to 150 hours of human labor. This means work 
by men, women, and children. 

Obviously, it is impossible for producers of cotton to get satis- 
factory wages for their labor unless they get satisfactory prices for 
cotton, The same is true of other farm products, 

* ye He 1 * 
ie a recent letter to the writer Judge W. H. Tayloe, farmer and 
banker of Perry County, reminded us that cotton has been a cheap 
labor crop since its early development. Many wanted a cheap labor 
crop. He said that this was a big factor in the struggle over slavery, 
ending with the War Between the States, or the Civil War. 

And cotton has never paid its producers satisfactory wages ex- 
cept during abnormal times when market prices were well above 
average. This is why producers of cotton rank so low in consuming: 
cotton. They rank low also in consuming other products because 
their income is low. They need more cash. 

This in brief is why I heartily endorse the efforts being made by 
Senator John H. Bankhead, President Edward A. O’Neal of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, and President Walter L. Ran- 
dolph of the Alabama Farm Bureau Federation for the enactment 
of legislation to lift the price of cotton to parity which is now almost 
16 cents a pound, or $80 a bale. 

* * * a a 
F each cotton grower who reads this will compare $80 a bale for 
the cotton he made in 1940 with what he actually received for it 
he will see what this legislation means to him in 1941. 

For Alabama it would mean $63,200,000 for a 1941 crop the 
same size of last year. This would be an increase of about $26,070,- 
000 over the 1940 figure. ; 

Unless we can get a higher price for cotton our income will re- 
main at a subsistence level which is far too low. And I am sure 
that any government that can pass laws that fix wages can also pass 
laws that fix prices of cotton and other farm products.

RICE fixing which can be done through a loan would require con- 

trol of production such as we already have. It should be accom- 
panied by an export subsidy to make our cotton available to all open 
markets on a competitive basis. Markets are now closed in many 
nations of the world, but there are open markets where American 
cotton is not being sold because no export subsidy is being offered 
to put it over.

ROP insurance is available only on wheat. Last year Senator 

Bankhead and Congressman John Sparkman of Alabama were 
leaders in cotton insurance legislation which was vetoed. I hope 
that another bill will be enacted this year and then become a law. 
Farmers need it. Without it they are at the mercy of abnormal 


weather such as we had in portions of Alabama the last three years.

Population Shows 
Change In Last 


Five Years 


LABAMA’S population de- 
creased from 2,895,000 in 
1985 to 2,830,285 in 1940. That’s 
a decline of about 60,000 in all 
people in the State. 

The 1935 census showed that 
Alabama had 273,455 farms and 
1,386,000 people on them. By 
1940 the number of farms had 
declined to 231,801, a drop of 
about 40,000, and the people on 
those farms had increased to 1,- 
420,000, an increase of approxi- 
mately 35,000. At the same time 
the per cent of the Alabama 
population on farms increased 
from 48 per cent in 1935 to 50 
per cent in 1940. 

One of Alabama’s big problems 
is the concentration of a large 
population on a small number of 
farms. The above figures show 
that this concentration is increas- 
ing. Speaking in averages, every 
farm in 1935 had only about five 
people, while every farm in 1940 
had six people.

ROW good pastures. When properly supplemented with a rea- 

sonable amount of grain, pasture is the cheapest feed on the 
farm. It often pays to supplement permanent pastures by grazing 
kudzu or Sudan grass. Such crops greatly increase the time of graz- 
ing and provide a lot of additional feed. 

AKBE grass silage to supplement short pastures or to use during 

the winter. By adding 40 to 50 pounds of blackstrap molasses 
to each ton of grass or cereal ensilage—or 60 to 100 pounds of black- 
strap to each ton of legumes, these crops can be ensiled without 
chance of spoiling. Also plant enough sorghum to meet your en- 


silage requirements this fall. 


RODUCE better quality hay in abundance. Legumes usually. 

yield higher than grass hay which makes them more profitable 
to raise. Cut the hay at the proper stage to retain most of the leaves. 
Fine-stemmed, leafy hay with most of the green color retained is 
higher in protein, minerals and vitamin A. It it also more palatable 
and will produce more milk than course-stemmed hay which is too 
often fed to dairy cows in Alabama, 


ONTINUEB to feed grain on pasture. Some dairymen feel that 
they cannot afford to feed grain during times of low milk and 
putterfat prices. Good feeding makes two or three times as much 
profit as poor feeding, even on good pasture because we must keep 
our cows in production for 10 months each year if they are to be 


profitable. 


Plastic Cars 

I ENRY FORD believes that his 
b plastic car may widen the 
field of agriculture to a point 
where all vegetation eventually 
will be utilized by industry. The 
revolutionary use of plastics in 
the superstructure of an automo- 
bile would require, for 1,000,000 
cars, among other materials 100,- 
000 bales of cotton, 500,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 700,000 bushels of 
soy beans and 500,000 bushels of 
corn.

cool water twice or three times 
daily.

AKING arrangements to vac- 
cinate their pullets against 
chicken pox when they are eight 
to ten weeks of age. 
AKING further check on 
amount of feed that will be 
required to feed flock next year 
and planting enough corn to sup- 
ply each bird with one bushel of 
corn for 1941-42, 
MMEDIATELY selling all hens 
that go broody or go out of

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Alabama Leads Again 


LABAMA is the first state to 
have every acre of farm land 
in soil conservation districts—in 
officially designated areas where 
the cooperative soil conservation 
work of different agencies is di- 
rected by a board of farmer- 
supervisors. 

Recently farmers of 15 coun- 
ties voted overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of the districts program as 
have all other farmers and land- 
owners. Districts are designated 
by the State Soil Conservation 
Committee, headed by P. O. 
Davis, Extension Service director, 
and the landowners vote in a ref- 
erendum as to whether they ap- 
prove or disapprove the forma- 
tion of the district. 

In each district five farmers 
act as supervisors and have at 
their disposal in working with 
farmers the assistance of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
agencies, mainly the lxtension 
Service and the Soil Conservation 
Service. Farmers make applica- 
tions to the supervisors for techni- 
cal assistance in making soil con- 
servation plans for their farms. 

In all, 41 states have now en- 
acted laws permitting farmers to 
establish districts and obtain 
charters from the State.

AKING another planting of sweet corn in the garden or truck 
patch. Good fertilizing and plantings every two weeks from 
now through July pay well with this crop. Stowells Evergreen, 
Honey June, and Bantam Evergreen hybrid are recommended. 
ETTING ready for and setting their first sweet potato plants for 
early market potatoes. About cotton planting time is the best 
time for this setting. Use 600 to 800 pounds of 4-10-7 fertilizer per 
acre. These will furnish vine cuttings for, later plantings. 
OING the first summer spraying of peach and plum trees in 
southern and central Alabama, The spray is made by mixing one 
pound of lead arsenate and four pounds hydrated lime in 50 gallons 
of water. Repeat spray in two weeks for best results. 
ETTING prepared for cut worms. To control cut worms shred 
a cabbage and mix calcium arsenate on it. Spread in the cut 
worm area in the late afternoon or scatter poisoned bran mash.

When To 
Side-Dress 


OINTING out that the time 
element of side-dressing both 
corn and cotton is very important, 
J. T. Williamson, associate agron- 
omist of the Alabama Experiment 
Station, advises Alabama farm- 
ers to apply up to 200 pounds of 
soda per acre to their corn 30 to 
85 days after planting. Cotton 
should receive the side-dressing 
at the time of the first cultivation, 
immediately after chopping. 


Dusting Peanut Seed 


XPERIMENTS in Georgia 

show that treatment of pea- 
nuts the same as cotton seed by 
dusting with two per cent ceresan 
has increased germination and 
the yield of peanuts, says Farm 
and Ranch Magazine. Hand shell- 
ed peanuts dusted with three 
ounces of ceresan per bushel had 
an 88.6 per cent germination as 
compared to 82.2 per cent germ- 
ination from undusted seed. The 
yield was 1,697 pounds per acre 
with dusted seed compared to 
1,589 pounds per acre with un- 
dusted seed.

Cotton Wages 


NFAIR Federal laws and reg- 
ulations have been largely re- 
sponsible for the present com- 
paratively low status of our cot- 
ton belt—Federal funds should 
heal this hurt. A farm wage of 
90c per day is compared with tex- 
tile wages, the minimum of which 
is 8214c per hour. For every tex- 
tile worker some one had to in- 
vest $3,500.00 in tools and equip- 
ment in order that he might have 
a job. These spindles and looms 
to succeed have to run eighty 
hours a week, fifty-two weeks a 
year. They have to be kept in 
order, inrepair. When our farm- 
er has $8,500.00 worth of good 
land and good tools, and all his 
land and tools are kept in order 
and employed the year around, 
we will begin to get at once the 
answers to this question. We must 
have a better mixing of factory 
with farm. 
The Southern textile industry 
also at the risk of being misun- 


derstood has urged against steps . 


that would increase the cost of 
things we make faster than the 
increase of the cotton farmers’ 
purchasing power. The tariff to- 
day is no protection to textile 
wages, and textile employment, 
and textile profits, any more than 
would a tariff on cotton itself ac- 
complish these results for the cot- 
ton farmer.—Donald Comer, 
Chairman of Board, Avondale 
Mills.

Cotton Into Paper 


Federal program to encour- 

age the use of low-quality 
raw cotton in the manufacture of 
high-grade writing paper is an- 
nounced by the Surplus Market- 
ing Administration. Similar to 
the 1940 cotton paper program, 
the plan calls for the diversion of 
up to 10 thousand bales of low- 
grade cotton to the manufacture 
of high-grade writing papers. Di- 
version payments will be made at 
the rate of 414 cents per pound 
on 75 per cent of the cotton used 
for this purpose by approved 
manufacturers. 


Stop Those Weeds! 


EEDS compete with grasses 

for plant food, water and 
space so Alabama farmers should 
resolve to keep pastures mowed 
this season. Mowing should be 
done before annual weeds- seed 
and before perennial weeds 
establish strong root systems. 
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Cover Crops Are 
Still Soil Savers 


GRICULTURAL history is re- 

peating. Thousands of 
American farmers today are us- 
ing cover crops to protect soil 
from erosion and to increase its 
fertility—just as American col- 
onists used them 200 years ago, 
as Greek and Roman farmers us- 
ed them 2,000 years ago, and 
Chinese farmers used them even 
before that. 

Recent summaries show that in 
1939, the last year for which com- 
plete records on AAA soil-build- 
ing practices are available, 
American farmers participating 
in the AAA Farm Program grew 
26 million acres of green manure 
and cover crops. A quarter cen- 
tury ago, few farmers were cov- 
er cropping. Alabama has been 
a leader in this movement. 

Cover crops are especially 
valuable in Southern States dur- 
ing winter months where they 
protect corn, cotton, and tobacco 
lands from erosion caused by 
heavy rains, and improve the soil 
when plowed under. Orchard 
owners in all parts of the nation 
find cover crops of value in hold- 
ing the soil between rows of fruit 
and nut trees. Winter legumes 
such as Austrian winter peas, 
vetch, and clover are among the 
nation’s most widely used’ cover 
crops. 


‘Pasture Show Held On 
‘Prattville’s Main Street— 


ANY new ideas along agri- 

cultural lines have been pull- 
ed out of the bag in Autauga 
County in recent years but a uni- 
que pasture show held recently 
on the Prattville city streets is the 
best yet. Originator of this new 
idea and other unique ways to 
make Autauga County agricul- 
ture progressive is County Agent 
John Ford. E 


Held on the main street, this 
pasture show was complete with 
prizes for the best and worst ex- 
hibits of a three- by one-foot strip 
of pasture sod. Edwards Wads- 
worth, Prattville, received 1,000 
pounds of basic slag for having 
the best strip—containing com- 
mon lespedeza, white Dutch clov- 
er, Dallis grass, Kentucky blue 
grass, and hop clover. His pas- 
ture has been fertilized with 
phosphate. 


The strip of Dennis Turner’s 
pasture, at Billingsley, took the 
prize of 1,000 pounds of basic 
slag as the worst exhibit at the 
show. Turner had seeded his 
pasture, but it had not been fer- 
tilized and it had been burned 
over. Turner said his basic slag 
would be used to fertilize an acre 
of his pasture.

The price 
of milk cows generally over the 
entire country has been unusual- 
ly high in relation to the general 
level of prices of agricultural 
products. 

As a result of this, and a rel- 
atively high price of dairy prod- 
ucts, farmers have saved a large 
number of heifer calves and in- 
creased their dairy herds. 

This increase in the number of 
cows is likely to cause the price 
of cows to drop below the high 
prices they have maintained dur- 
ing the last two years.

Established By State And U. S. 


NCLE SAM is cooperating 
U with Alabama in establishing 
a 2,200-acre refuge for bronze 
wild turkeys and whitetail deer. 
Located in Clarke County at a 
total cost of $40,000, it is the first 
attempt to do‘’something for Ala- 
bama big game. 

The tract of land is located 
eight miles south of Jackson and 
includes 1,300 acres of state lands 
plus 780 acres bought from indi- 
viduals. The Federal Government 
will donate $380,000 with State 
Conservation Department fur- 
nishing the remaining $10,000 
from sale of timber.

Marketing Committee 
Is Formed 


N an effort to place more cash 

income in the hands of farm- 
ers a committee on standardiza- 
tion and marketing has been 
formed to help open up markets 
for new and old crops produced 
by Alabama farmers. The com- 
mittee is composed of State De- 
partment of Agriculture officials, 
State Extension Service workers, 
chain store executives, farmer 
representatives, shippers and bus- 
inessmen, 

The committee will aid Ala- 
bama farmers in selling more of 
their products in the state’s re- 
tail stores and will also help in 
standardizing and improving the 
products so that growers can com- 
pete successfully in out-of-state 
markets. 

Members of the committee are: 
Haygood Paterson, State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries; P. O. Davis, director, 
Alabama Extension Service ; 
Alexander Nunn, managing edi- 
tor of The Progressive Farmer; 
James B. Hill, president of the 
Hill Grocery Company, a state- 
wide chain; Charles 8. Keller, di-

Fertilize Ponds 


HOSE farmers who haven’t 

yet fertilized their fish ponds 
should do so right away. April 
is the best time for the first ap- 
plication, however, 100 pounds of 
6-8-4 and 10 pounds of nitrate of 
soda per application should be 
repeated until the water becomes 
dark green. 

W. A. Ruffin recommends 
1000 pounds of 6-8-4 per year.

Cities Need Rural 
Youth Migration 


HE migration of country 

youths to the city, widely re- 
garded as a regrettable develop- 
ment, is a necessity if the cities 
are not to die out. The American 
city population will decline about 
24 per cent each generation if the 
present birth and death rates 
continue, and if there is no mi- 
gration in from rural area. 

In contrast, the rural farm 
areas will increase about 86 per 
cent in each generation if the 
present birth and death rates con- 
tinue and the rural non-farm 
areas, including villages and dis- 
tant suburbs, will increase about 
16 per cent. Unless birth trends 
are radically altered, future in- 
creases in city and town popula- 
tion will entirely depend on mi- 
gration from rural regions, it is 
stated by the U. S. Bureau of

-He Makes Brooms 


RADY G. CRAIG, Limestone 

County, is the owner-opera- 
tor of a unique one-man home in- 
dustry—broom making. 

Mr, Craig, who recently bought 
a farm through the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act, does all 
operations connected with his 
business. 
the ground, plants, cultivates and 
harvests the crop, then manufac- 
tures and sells his finished prod- 
uct—a homemade broom.” 

He plants broom corn, harvests 
it at about laying by time, strips 
the seed, and ties the straw to a 
handle. The entire cost of each 
broom, he says, is three cents— 
the cost of wire, handle, thread 
and nails. 

On two acres he grows enough 
broom corn for 800 brooms and 
sells the long brooms (with long 
straw) for 30 cents and the short 
brooms for 10 cents each.

The Wlba Chamber of Com- 
merce is trying to promote good 
livestock in Coffee County and 
they have definite plans for help- 
ing any worthy farmer who wish- 
es to get into the livestock busi- 
ness, 

The first thing they would like 
to do is to help in placing a good 
thoroughbred bull in each com- 
munity desiring one. Do you or 
your community need a thorough- 
bred white face bull, a black An- 
&us bull or a Jersey bull? If you 
do, then get in touch with us at 
once, 

These bulls should be placed 
over the county in such a way so 
every Tarmer will be in reach of 
one, They should not be more 
than 4 or 5 miles apart, We are 
glad to give you the suggested 
plan of securing one of these bulls. 
If you have sufficient cows for a 
bull of your own you will only 
need to contact a member of our 
committee, If your community 
needs a bull we would suggest 
that you get together and decide 
who will buy and keep the bull, 
decide how many will sign up to 
use the bull and decide the exact 
kind of bull you want. A repre- 
sentative of your committee 
should contact some member of 
our committee and the plans will 
be worked out, 

The Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce hopes to help you and your 
community by buying these bulls 
at the right price and then help 
you to pay for the bull, by se- 
curing financial help in the na- 
ture of a loan. If you are the 
one to buy the bull you can do so 
without a dollar of cash, You may 
give a mortgage on the bull and 
on enough other property to se- 
cure the money and it is planned 
to give you two years in which 
to pay for the bull. This plan 
will enable any farmer who wants 
one to buy exactly what he wants, 
We feel that it is a great oppor- 
tunity for the farmers of Coffee 
County. 

We suggest that you organize 
as many of your neighbors as pos- 
sible and send a representative to 
see us at once. It makes no dif- 
ference with us as to whether the 
community buys the bull: or one 
farmer, but we suggest that one 
farmer own and look after the 
bull, This will enable the far- 
mer to care for the animal and 
make such charges as he thinks 
best. We shall try to suggest a 
standard charge throughout the 
county for a breeding fee. 


We would like to place from 
two to ten bulls in each beat of 
the county and we would like to 
do so at once, Please see your 
neighbors and reach an _ under- 
standing at the earliest possible 
date,

FSA Fami ilies To 


Increase Defense 
Food Supply

Munition factories over the 
Nation are busily turning out 
airplanes, tanks, guns, Five hun- 
dred farm families in Coffee 
County are giving daily atten- 
tion to buff colored baby chicks, 
dairy cows and hogs, Both are 
working toward a common end— 
National Defense. 

Within the past few days the 
families participating in this 
“Food For Defense Campaign,” 
all residents of FSA farms, have 
been supplied with between 45,000 
and 50,000 tested baby chicks, 

A trip made by the writer with 
W. L. McArthur, county project 
manager, to some of the homes 
where the program is in progress 
revealed the types of brooders be- 
ing employed and the method of 
caring for the biddies, 

Mrs. G. W. Grimes in Goodman 

community had started 205 
New Hampshire Reds in two out-

of-door type brooders built of 
strong wooden frame and wire 
mesh, 


ered and warmed from  under- 
neath by“a small kerosene lamp, 
The open air run is of the wire, 
all well elevated above ground, 
This is the type brooder most 
generally used and is made in the 
county at small cost. 


Mrs. KR, C. Baxley in Battens 
community, had 102 chicks in a 
small built-in brooder house, Her 
chicks were lusty looking Rhode 
Island Reds. 

Every one of the 500 farm fam- 
ilies will share in the chicken 
project, receiving from 50 to 100 
or more biddies, which are in ad- 
dition to the flock already on the 
yard, 

The feeding is begun with 
starter mash and progresses 
through growing mash, green 
feed, butter milk and other home 
grown foods, The utmost essen- 
tials are cleanliness and plenty of 
clean water. 

The chicks are obtained from 
local hatcheries and from the 
Pine Mountain Valley Farm in 
Georgia. They are mainly New 
Hampshire Reds, White Leghorns 
with a few Barred Rocks and 
Rhode Island Reds, 

It is estimated the growers 
will obtain from 35 to 40 iaying 
hens from every 100 grown to 
add to the home flock, Cocker- 
els will be sold as broilers or fry- 
ers and eggs will be placed on 
the market, 

In order to increase the quan- 
tity and quality of their dairy 
supplies for home consumption 
and sale, these families will pur- 
chase 300 extra milk cows. One 
hundred and fifty of them have 
already been bought and placed. 
Several families have begun sell- 
ing sour cream through the cream 
stations in the county and other 
Stations are planned as demand 
is increased. Surplus butter will 
be sold and the skimmed and but- 
ter milk will be used in feeding 
chickens, 

A third feature will be 120 pure 
breed Duroc and Poland China 
sows and gilts and 20 registered 
boars placed with farmers for fu- 
ture meat supply. All animals 
and poultry will be of pure breed 
stock and will be in addition to 
those already on the farm. 

The benefits to the farmer will 
be more food for his family, a di- 
versification of farm products for 
which there is a market and the 
launching of a livestock, dairy 
and poultry program in this sec- 
tion which will provide for any 
eventuality. 

In fact, it is a wider scope of 
the “live-at-home” program plan- 
ned to feed the farmer, his Nation 
and its friends.

‘)Miss Alpha Jernigan, 
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Men Released In 
Hudson Case ; 
Charges Dropped 


Alto Brown and D. 
son, arrested last week on a 
charge of murder in connection 
with the death of Johnnie Hud- 
son, have been released from the 
Coffee County jail at Blba and 
charges against them have been 
withdrawn, Fred Brown, of Troy, 
whose car ran over the body of 
Hudson, was out on bond and 
charges against him have also 
been withdrawn, 

Johnnie Hudson was run over 
by an automobile Sunday night, 
May 4, on Pea Creek hill on the 
Troy-Elba highway and died a 
few minutes after reachiig a 
Troy hospital, Fred Brown, who 
was charged with manslaughter, 
stated that Hudson's body was 
lying on the road and that he 
could not stop his car in time to 
avoid running over it, 

State and county officers start- 
ed an immediate investigation of 
the fatal accident but have not 
been able to find any evidence of 
foul play, State toxicologists ex- 
humed Hudson's body Sunday for 
a thorough examination, After re- 
ceiving this report as well as re- 
ports of other officers, Solicitor 
J. <A. Huey ordered charges 
against all three men withdrawn, 

All investigations thus far in- 
dicate that the accident which 
cost the life of Hudson was un- 
avoidable, It will be remember- 
ed that Walter Mills met a simi- 
lar death many months ago on 
this hill within a few feet of 
where Hudson was killed.
